It is to be noted in this regard that GUS HALL, 
General Secretary, CP, USA, had indicated recently that KLING 
, was a candidate for the replacement of PHIL BARS 1 , National 
Organizational Secretary, CP, USiL 

In connection with KLIWs possible assumption of 
full time duties within the CP of Illinois, his wife, SUE, is 
against his taking on another Party posit ion 0 She feels that 
the CP in the past has mistreated KLIMG 0 

SUE KLING also feels that SAM KUSENEE may have "swiped" 
some money that was to have come to the Party from the will of 
ABE SIPERSTE1N, According to SUE KLXNG, SXPEBSTBIK, in addition 
to signing over his home, had given $2,000 to the Party, All 
that Jias been received of this money so far was $100 by "The 
Worker" and $100 by the "Morning Freiheit", 

JACK KLIN9 has also indicated that he was angered by 
JIM WEST'S failure to invite him to a meeting off the leadership 
of the CP of Illinois held on February 21, 1961, at which GUS HALL 
had been present. Although WEST had talked to him on the morping 
of that date, no invitations had been extended to him to attend 
this meeting.

One of the documents turned oyer was a three-page 
typewritten item consisting of statements' of individuals identi- 
fied as "A*', "Shirley", and "Ted" which had been apparently 
made to and submitted by one "Rill".

"The following is a summary of statements made to me by;

"All I knew was that Jack represented the Worker* He 
had a letter from theme Ted also represented The Worker* Grace

"Jack offered tp get me a credential as Mary Jpnes* I 
did not receive it since Aybav got me one under my own name and 
as NALCo Carole, Bill, Ruth and Shelley could not get in because 
they had no credentials* They asked me for the Mary Jones one 
and I gave it to Shelley .

"My impression was that Jack was sent by The Worker.

"Aybav, whom I met in New York, bad invited me to go 
down there* Young Jesse fro>m Brooklyn told me he was C*P # He 
arranged ^ place for me to stay - with a local family - very 
unsatisfactory. He took me to the July 26 offipe and introduced 
me to a group of American youth. There were 5 local youth there 
also. He asked me to talk to them about the NALC; I did. Next 
day there was a similar meeting there. The Americans took over 
the meeting and talked about the South . I told them they were 
exaggerating and not telling t&e truth about the South. 

"Aybav had brought the Americans there. I saw Marv 
later. He asked me why I was with the Trotsky ites. I was 
Shocked. I confronted Aybav with this. His answer, 'They are 
good kids, 1 and brushed it off. 

"*John ? , a local person, worked with the Trotsky ites, 
trying to get them credentials, etc. Aybav and 'John 1 are 
friends . 

"Some time later I met Jake on a trip to Washington. 
He told me that Aybav was one of our be$t Communist contacts 
down there. 

"Shelley 

"I got the impression that Jack and Ruth had all %h.$ 
contacts. They seemed to know things. They were in the Congress. 
I could not get in with my letter from New Horizons. Later I 
beard my name called out as one who could go in. I did not know 
how it was done till Ruth said, f We got you in. • 

"Jack seemed to have contact with everybody, running 
around, seeing people, was seen with people, etc. I felt they 
were representing the Party. They never said so. 

"I made a complaint about some youth question to Ruth, 
She said, *Get Jack to talk to Marv about it. 1 Whenever we yout?b 
would confront some problem, a suggestion would be made, *See Rqth 
or Jack. * Some did. Perhaps this was because they were adults. 
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"As I was leaving , both Carole and Grace asked me for 
my credential to go on the trip after the Congress. I promised 
it to Grace but gave it to Carol because Ruth said, *Give it tp 
Carol because Grace has done nothing for the Party for a long 
time* * 

"Aybav got the Mary Jones credential for A. But she 
. got her own. She gave me the Mary Jpnes one. Bill and Carole 
had asked her for the Mary Jones credential, Jake and Jack an£ 
Ruth said to give it to Bill and Carole. 

"Jack and Ruth were guests at the youth dinner; the 
only ones there. They could move around at will. They were on 
the podium with the Latin American youth delegates at the 
'confiscation* meeting,

"Jack is a 'pusher*. His actions there exceeded 

ordinary propriety. He went inland against all advice. He 

got sick and almost died . He had a regular delegate's card 
and therefore ate free (the only adults) . 

"When Aybav came here in 1947-48, it was as a member. 
Now he talked as one. I met him there at the local newspaper 
office. 

"Jake was arrested there. After Japk told me he was 
O.K., I arranged to get him released. He had called me from 
jail. The charge had something to do with being with, some bad 
elements who were photographing a railroad station.

"Ted 

"I spoke to Grace last night and my memory was 
refreshed as follows; The local responsible person came to me 
and told me that Jack and Ruth had asked for delegates* cards 
to the Congress o He wanted to know who they really were. I 
told him that she worked in the off ice and was county secretary, 
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tha,t he was Foster's chauffeur and personal secretary and that 
they were O.K. On this basis I arranged for them to get deje*- 
gates 1 cards; This made it possible for them to be the only 
foreign adults at all events of this youth congress. I now 
pep^J.1 that Grace and I just could not understand why they 
wanted to intrude themselves as delegates, gating free with 
the. rest of the delegates, etc and being the only adults 
with that kind of privilege . t did not say anything to the 
local person about my feelings, but just answered his question. 

"Inasmuch as I was given this to type, I could add 
that the first summer they went there, they managed to wheedle 
an introduction from the office on Party stationary* To th$ 
best of my recollection Phil signed it.

|7#000 to Chicago CP functionary HOHRIS CHIU>S for trafismlttftl 
to the Puerto Rlcan CP. BALL Indicated that in the past the 
CPUSA would give such money Intended for the Puerto Rlcan CP 
to PHIL BAHS 1 , CPUSA Oreanisatloftal Secretary, who in turn would 
give it to JESUS COLCK. CQim, through channels of his own, 
would transmit the money to the Puerto Elcan CP, 

HALL stated, however, that he did not trust BART and 
COLOU, and that he would not entrust the aforesaid $7,000 to 
thaa for transmittal to the Puerto Eiean CP. 

By airtel 2/23/61, the WTO requested that the Chicago 
Office, through CO 5624-S, ascertain whether HOBEZa CHILDS 
had received the aforesaid #7*OO0 from HALL, and, if so, how 
CHILBS planned to deliver the said sun of aostey to the Puerto 
Eican CP.

On 2/20/61, NY 2318-S*, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN 
told PHIL BART that some 250 peonle heard her speak (at Detroit) 
and that $500.00 had been collected. She said they lost the 
hall at the last minute and had to settle for a smaller one. 
PLYNN said a lot of young people attended and that afterwards 
there had been a special meeting at CARL'S (WINTER) house. She 
said a lot of people were asking about BEN's (DAVIS) role at 
the UN, but that she told them she had no information on his 
activities. Both PLYNN and BART agreed that DAVIS should not 
have gotten involved with PLYWN, commenting that they should not 
associate with the Nationalists because they are too unpredictable 
like the Puerto Rican Nationalists. Concerning HY LUMER 's going 
to jail, PLYNN thought a special appeal should be made for him 
in view of his wife's illness.

PLYNN then complained of ARNOLD JOHNSON going on 
phree weeks vacation, saying she never would have backed him 
if she knew he intended to do that. She suggested that CARL 
WINTER be brought in to handle CP defense work. GANNETT told 
PLYNN that the young people are xvaiting to hear her on March 4th. 
fLYNN said that her plans to speak on March 5th may be changed 
because PAT TOOHEY wants her to speak at a house party, but 
that she would rather speak to New Jersey Party members about 
the 8lst Congress. GANNETT agreed that the situation in New 
Jersey is a real mess and that a real "live wire" is needed 
q>ver there. 

HY LUMER discussed his case with PLYNN. He said 
there is no real urgency for help since both the "DA" and 
the Marshal stated they would take no action until after his 
petition is heard which may not be for three or four weeks.

This memo has been compared with the informant's 
original statement and it is accurate in substance. 
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On 2/2/61, NY 2358-S* furnished the 
following information concerning a meeting of the New 
York District CP Board held at CP Headquarters, NYC, 
on that date. 

This meeting of the New York District CP Board 
began with BETTY GANNETT reading a statement eulogizing 
EUGENE DENNIS which statement is to be published 
in "The Worker". 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY called for any objections 
to the statement otherwise it would stand approved 
as presented and submitted to !, The Worker" for publication. 
There were no objections. 

HATHAWAY said that the next point on the 
agenda was in yegard to youth. He recalled to the board 
that it had been agreed that he would take the initiative 
in meeting with JAKE (ROSEN) and discussing questions 
with JAKE. 



JAKE, | | 

came into headquarters and met with PHIL (BART), DAN 
(RUBIN) and HATHAWAY. 

On questions of his method of work and so forth, 
JAKE took a very arrogant position* The result of this 
conversation was very unsatisfactory. 



* * 
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They raised the question that they all become 
members of the youth clubs in Manhattan and Brooklyn; all 
three opposed this, arguing that they received intellectual 
stimulation and ideological development from their associ- 
ation with adults and theywould lose this if they became 
associated with youth clubs. They said they had wanted to 
work in the field of community clubs rattier than youth work. 
When the point was raised that in the past their activity 
had not been in the community where they lived but 
was city-wide in character and involved in youth work, 
they acknowledged that this was probably a mistake but persisted 
in their previous position. This was on January 23rd which 
was before the youth meeting on Sunday (January 29) at 
which GUS HALL discussed the problems of youth work. 

HALL stated the -main failure was because there 
was a pronounced left-sectarian tendency in youth work. 
HALL also stressed the factional differences. After HALL'S 
report, three or four young comrades supported HALL'S position 
and then JAKE spoke, JAKE gave an example of arrogance 
the like of which HATHAWAY has never witnessed, 

HALL also raised the question of all young 
people assigned to youth clubs being responsible for the 
discipline o f the youth clubs. T his means that in the 
case of JAKE J | that they shall now be £° 

required to transfer their membership from the community 
clubs and that they will be required to work under the 
direction of the youth club in the sense that they will be 
responsible to carry out decisions collectively made and 
they will have to work under the discipline of the District 
CP Youth Commission. The District CP Board will have to 
see that once and for all the irresponsible, undisciplined 
individualistic method of work that has been carried on 
by these comrades comes to an end. This is necessary or they 
will never make any advance in youth work . 
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HATHAWAY said he had instructed ALBERTSON 
to call a meeting of the Youth Commission for the coming 
Monday night (2/6/61) and he would like to submit for 
final ratification the question of the composition of 
that commission. Therefore, HATHAWAY wants to repropose 
the members cf the Youth Commission as:

ROSEN will propose a comrade from trade union work 
and from their discussion, HATHAWAY thinks it will be a Negro. 

On the question of MILLIE or PAULIE 
ROBESON, JR., as Commission member, HATHAWAY has no 
desire to downgrade PAULIE. However, PAULIE' s tendency 
to raise abstract questions for prolonged discussion, 
would be a disorientating influence and for that reason 
he p reposes MILLIE as the member of the Youth Commission. 
He has agreed to discuss this with PAULIE, therefore, 
HATHAWAY moved that the question of MILLIE or PAULIE 
be left un-resolved pending this discussion. 

The second point is concerning ALBERTSON remaining 
as Chairman of the Youth Commission. HATHAWAY acknowledged 
that there has been confusion in the youth work and the tendency 
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Is to blame ALBERTSON for it. However, HATHAWAY stated 

that the situations in the youth field were a direct reflection 

of the differences in the Party. These problems will be 

solved only with the complete solution of their own problems. 

Therefore, HATHAWAY proposes they reaffirm ALBERTSON 

as Chairman of the Commission and strengthen it 

further by adding ESTHER, DAVE, DANNY and either MILLIE or 

PAULIE as may be decided. 

Also, the proposal was made that all youths without 
exception, be assigned to youth clubs.. HATHAWAY said the 
above motions then called for someone to second than and 
a discussion of them. BETTY GANNETT seconded the motions. 

ESTHER CANTOR stated she would not vote for 
ALBERTSON as Chairman of the Youth Commission. EVELYN WIENER 
stated the Commission as proposed, will not help to convince 
youth that they should all work together and so on. 

GANNETT stated that they needed all of these 
comrades in relation to youth- work. To vote for ALBERTSON'S 
removal is not because he had a wrong policy but because 
he did not unite youth. 

IDA POSNER observed that everytime the question 
of youth comes up, there is factionalism. She thought 
ALBERTSON should be complimented on the work he did aid 
not be blamed for everything that went wrong in the Youth 
Commission. 

MILTON ROSEN stated that he was for the Youth 
Commission as proposed, with ALBERTSON as Chairman. 

WILLIAM RATTERSON agreed with those who felt the 
blame should not be placed on ALBERTSON. 
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WILLIAM ALBERTSON stated the Party has said openly, 
this is the line but they have given youth a different line. 
He would say that 90$ of the New York youth are united. 
They do not have all kinds of youth in the Party. One that 
abides by the Party line and one that does not. He thinks 
the proposal made by HATHAWAY is good and that the work 
should be reviewed periodically. 

HATHAWAY observed that he had been prepared 
to add JAKE ROSEN to the Commission but when JAKE reacted 
to GUS 1 objective report, this caused HATHAWAY hot to 
include him. 

Regarding ALBERTSON, HATHAWAY said there has been 
a terrific campaign against him which must be discontinued 
if unity in the party is going to develop. For the purpose 
of voting, HATHAWAY proposed the question be divided as: 

1. Approval of the composition of the Youth Commission 
not yet posing the question of its chairmanship. 

; , ■ The vote was eight in favor, three opposed. 

2. On. the question of ALBERTSON for Chairman. 
Six in favor, and five opposed. 

3. Those in favor of assigning the comrades in youth 
work to youth clubs, 9 in favor, 0 opposed, abstaining 2. 

4. On the question of MILIIE and PAULIE, it is pro- 
posed that MILLIE be assigned: to the iwegro *' Commission and 
PAULIE to the Youth Commission. 

MIKE CRENOVICH proposed PAULIE be put on the Youth 
Commission. 

ALBERTSON said that he did not know if PAULIE 
knew whether ALBERTSON was Chairman of the Youth Commission. 
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That may changed PAULIE's position. He would like to have 
a discussion with PAULIE, they are personal friends, and 
his position is that if neither HATHAWAY nor he bring 
back objections, then PAUL can be on the commission. 

HATHAWAY agreed with ALBERTSON and the suggestion 
was apparently accepted. 

MILT ROSEN stated he had a written report of 
4600 words and the general purpose is to build trade union 
work jhtiae State as the CP . It is not a labor policy 
statement. It is broken down into five portions: 

1. The importance of trade union work 

2. The main problem which faces the workers 
during this period of unemployment. 

3. Some main features that have developed 

in the labor movement in the immediate period. 

4. Developments and main features of the New York 
labor movement, 

5. How do they work as the CP, to improve their 
work in the labor movement. 

ROSEN 1 s report, in part, continued that the labor. • 
unions have put forth various programs to help solve the 
problems of unemployment and as Communists they can see their 
value. However, the Partyhas its own program which 

is of a much more advanced character. This program calls 
for: 

1. The end of discrimination in all employment. 

2. Elevate the struggle for a shorter work week 
to new heights. 

3. Complete unemployment benefits for the full 
period unemployed. 

4. (inaudible) 

5. To end the cold war and cold war economy. 
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The Party has also put forth a program of action 
to attain these gains: 

1. To maintain relationships with the unemployed** 

2. To develop unity of action between the unemployed 
and the Negroes and whites, 

3. To move more organizations in the community on 
the unemployment question. 

4 # To encourage mass action on the part of unions ♦ 
5. Have the widest distribution of the Party program 
on unemployment in the communities and the shops. 

Some of the key features that have taken place 
in the labor movement in the past period are: 

1. Monopolists have no intention of easing up 
their assault on worker's security . 

2. There has been very little exchange between 
labor unions in New York and those in the Soviet Union. 

3« The Negro American Labor Council plays 
an important part in the labor movement. It plays 
a key role in bringing to the f orefront the Negro worker 
and affords advanced trade unionists the opportunity to 
work tmitedly. 

4. That the unions failed to buckle under the 
monopolists assault. 

The New York labor movement has an historic task 
and that is to destroy ROCKEFELLER. Imperialism is the 
main enemy of the working class and ROCKEFELLER is the 
main imperialist in the world. 

They should turn the labor movement away from the 
DE SAPIO machine and into closer alliance with the insurgent 
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Democrats with the aim of moving the insurgents on labor 
matters . 

Many comrades in trade unions play no role. 
This must be overcome. 

The sound lines and. policies of the Party should be 
given to 10' s of thousands of the workers. Their outlook 
is not contradictory to the worker's interest. They should 
identify the Party in the good light it deserves. 

They want to expand their influence in the basic 
industries of the City and State. They should concentrate 
on the industries which have large numbers of Negro and 
Puerto Eican workers. 

HATHAWAY stated that he thought the general 
line of the report of ROSEN was good. He had one question 
to raise, that of formulation, as where ROSEN describes 
ROCKEFELLER as the world's greatest imperialist. Facetiously 
that is alright, but actually it might lead to a distorted 
picture of the imperialist forces in the country. There are 
little things like that in the report. 

BETTY GANNETT observed that their general direction 
should be to overcome the low wage standards of New York State. 

WILLIAM ALBERTSON said the winning of popular 
things is what brings advances to the Party and to the 
trade union movement. They should go over the wording 
covering the relationship of the Party with the trade 
union since there is such a thing as the Landrum«Griffin 
Law. 

HATHAWAY offered the motion to approve the general 
line of the report. The vote was unanimous. 
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Regarding the State Committee meeting scheduled 
for February 4 and 5, 1961, HATHAWAY said that in view 
of GENE DENNIS f death, they proposed to cut it down to one 
day to limit it to the trade union question on February 4th, 
and not hold a Sunday session on February 5th. However, 
they proposed to invite the comrades on the Trade 
Union Commission plus key trade union friends. 

The meeting was then adjourned.

questxon on the CP, USA constitution. Nine people were appointed 
to a subcommittee to draft a revised constitution.

The purpose of this committee was to see to it that the 
constitution of the Party was so framed that it amplifies the 
question of Democratic centralism. The committee is to go over 
the constitution so as to be certain that it is in Keeping with 
legality and that there is no point therein that can be subject 
to a legal charge of the government. Particular attention will 
be paid to the court decisions so that the constitution will be 
in keeping with legality for the Party. 

The next matter discussed was that of legal defense for 

the Party. 

First action resulted in formally placing ARNOLD JOHNSON 
in charge of legal defense work. 



Thereafter, ARNOLD JOHNSON presented a report on this 



matter wherein he stated that all Districts should set up defense 
committees. If the Districts cannot set up such committees, they 
should designate an individual in their District to be responsible 
for keeping in contact with the Defense Committee nationally. 

JOHNSON praised the Los Angeles Committee to Preserve 
American Freedoms headed by FRANK WILKINSON on the West Coast, and

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JOHNSON noted that a result pf the recent United 
States Supreme Court decision affecting FMJSK WILKINSON and 
CARL BRADEN, a whirlwind tour has hee& arranged fop these 
people prior to the time they will &ave to go to jJtil* One 
such meeting is being arranged for Chicago, 

JOHNSON then dispussed the possibility of . an adverse 
court decision affecting the Papty apd npte4 tfei^t as yet, the 
Party has no hew organizational setup* JJowevp?, the Party is 
preparing to carry pn legal maneuvering to stretch out the 
implementation of such a decision and if nepess^ry, to do this 
for at least several years ♦ ^his will eMHfte Party in one 
forpi or another to carry on its work. 

The ne?ct item on the agenda discussed was a report of 
the task force on organization of the National; Center. BENJAMIN 
DAVIS gaye the report and the following points wepe discussed: 

1* Structure of headquarters. 

2. Work of personnel , committees ah£ commissions. 
3o Economy in finanpe* 

4, How headquarters functions, 

5. The style of work* 

In discussions, those present were very concerned on 
the patter of authority Of the leadership and tfce conclusion was 
reached that there would have to be a reorganization of the 
Rational Center* 

It was then decided that in place of the currently 
existing Secretariat 9 a' Resident Board woui4 l?e created with 
authority. This Resident Board would meet at least every two 
weeks while the now existing N£C wpuld meet at least once every 
two months. A Resident Board was then seiepted, consisting of 
ten members among whom were the following:

The tenth member of the Resident Board, though hot 
definitely known, is believed to be possibly IRVING POTASH. 

In regard to the nature 9f the setup of the Resident 
Board, CARL WINTER of Detroit entered an objection, He fqlt 
there should have been paid more attention to the rank^aud^f ile 
CP membership in connection with the composition of the Board. 
However, he did not vote against the composition of the Resident 
Board but was recorded as not voting. 

Following the selection of the Resident Board, the 
task force on organization of .the National Center was discharged 
from its duties with a note of thanks. The remaining problems 
dealing with organization of the Center will now be handled by 
the Resident Board. 

The next item brought UP for discussion, though not on 
the listed agenda, was the election of a. Chairman of the; CP,. USA. 

GUS HALL raised the problem and noted that he had been 
doing a lot of thinking on the. matter, He then turned the floor 
over to CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT. 

LIGHTFOOT then proceeded to nominate ELIZABETH GURLEY 
FLYNN to the position of Chairman, . CP, USA,, and matde a very good 
speech praising her both as a person and for her Party work, 

BEN DAVIS immediately rose and seconded th# nomination^ 
but added that he disagreed. What CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT said regarding 
FLYNN may be true, but DAVIS felt the CP, USA did not in fact 
need a Chairman at that time. If a Chairman is to be elected, he 
should be a Negro. The effects of the domestic. Situation. in the 
United States on the CP point out the need of a Negro as Chairman 
of the Party. 

JAMES JACKSON then arose and spoke in f. ay or of FLYNN. 
He followed with an oration on the need .for and the role of the 
Negro cadre in the CP. He claimed the Negro today ;wa,s npt gettxng 
his proper dues. in the Party, When while noifc speaking specifically 
of FLYNN, JACKSON noted that the Party must not treat the Negro in 
a patronizing manner. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON then spoke commenting that he too thought 
that a Negro should be Chairman of the Party. He mentioned he had 
been thinking of either JAMES JACKSON or BEN DAVIS in tjhis regard 
but that he would not vote against FLYNN.. 
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GEORGE MEYERS followed and spoke giving an endorsement 

of FLYNN, 

The next speaker was WILLIAM PATTERSON who endorsed 
FLYNN for Chairman of the CP, He added the comment that the 
Party Chairman was to be given responsibility for Negro work* and 
lead the fight for civil rights. 

At this point, JOHNSON spoke for a second time stating 
that when he thinks of a Chairman for the CP, he felt that such 
must be a person who would suit both the Party and the masses* 
That if only the masses were involved, he would be for DAVIS, but 
where both must be .considered, FLYM was the better choice . 

Finally, GUS HALL got up and spoke on behalf of FLYNN, 
He was clear and emphatic. He noted that we have a tendency to 
minimize ideology and pay too much attention to personalities * 
He atated it was obvious that if one was to be in the leadership, 
he must fight but this fight must foe maintained on ideological 
levels o 

HALL felt that the Negro comrades should not be looked 
upon as a group , The people that have spoken here on the to£ic 
were one-sided. The cadre problem is important but one needs to 
look at it and put it objectively. Unless one can engage in self- 
criticism, he or she loses the ability to be objective,, * 

HALL noted that he had given a lot of consideration to 
the thought of nominating BEN DAVIS as Chairman of the Party, but 
he personally believed that ELIZABETH OTRLEY FLYNN is a better 
choice. 

He stated he felt that there were some among those present 
who felt that they should have been nominated for the position of 
Chairman for the Party. If so, they should reflect in their own 
minds as to why they were not so nominated. Then, if they still 
feel that they should have been nominated, they should say so and 
set out their strong and weak points for the benefit of those 
present . 

JIM WEST then made the proposal that the total of 22 
votes cast in the election of FLYNN be made unanimous. He requested 
BEN DAVIS as to whether he would withdraw his objection and record 
bis vote in favor of ELYNN, DAVIS refused and abstained from voting. 
However, it was agreed that any release made to the public press qq 
the matter of the election of FLYNN as the new Chairman of the Party 
would make no reference to the lack of unanimity.

The next matter discussed, was the question of the 
new daily paper „ In this connection, HALL indicated that the 
following had been decided upon* 

There will he set up an independent commission to 
establish a daily paper separate from "The Worker", That there 
will be a continuation for the last six months of the efforts 
to sell the bonds which are to finance this publication. After 
six months, they will take stock and see how things are going* 
However, under any condition it will be known within a year if 
means are available to set up such a paper. 

The proposal was made and approved that the fund 
raising drive for this new daily paper riot request funds from the 
West Coast, However, the Southern California District has agreed 
that they would talk to individuals and groups without a public 
campaign on the need for the establishment of a new daily paper. 
This would be their way of helping the national daily paper and 
might supply some money. 

Next on the agenda was a report on peace presented by 
ARNOLD JOHNSON. 

JOHNSON commented on petitions now being circulated 
entitled "An Appeal to Stop the Spread of Nuclear Weapons" whiph 
was addressed "To the United Nations and to all Nations in the 
World" f This petition read in part that the undersigned men and 
women "urge that the present nuclear powers not transfer n^lear 
weapons to other nations or groups of nations such as the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization or the Warsaw Pact, that all nations 
not now possessing these weapons voluntarily refrain from obtain** 
ing or developing them, and that the United Nations and all nations 
increase their efforts to achieve total and universal disarmament 
with a system of international controls and inspection such as to 
insure to the greatest possible extent, the safety of all nations 
ajad all peoples" Following this statement, thepe appears the 
signatures of LINUS PAULING and AVA HELEN PAULING . 

JOHNSON noted that the deadline for the signed petitions 
is April 15, 1961 . In May, 1961, such prominent individuals as 
. ALBERT SCHWEITZER, BERTRAM RUSSELL and Dr. ROBERT HUTCHINS and 
other personalities would present these petitions, apparently to 
the United Nations. By that time it is hoped that sever&l million 
signatures of prominent persons from around the globewill have been 
secured. 
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In the meant tee , the group distributing and handling 
the petitions will organise conferences, rallies, and the like, 
and report back* None of these affairs, however, will be held : 
in competition with any now fisting peace groups of the nature 
of SANE, 

The task of th$ Party in regard to this matter is to 
seek out and give clues as to the identities of prominent indi- 
viduals who would be willing to sign the petition and work with 
them, 

JOHNSON stated that the forthcoming Labor Peace Conference 
scheduled to be held in Chicago is to be considered one of the most 
important happenings in this field to date 0 He stated it was not 
felt that the group or its sponsors would have to face the difficul- 
ties of the past since there now exists a rift among the top leader* 
ship of the AFL-CIO, namely , GEORGE MEANY and WALTER RESTEER. This 
rift between the top leadership will prevent objections in connection 
with the organization of the Chicago Conference, 

The Party feels that the Chicago Conference will make it 
possible to hold similar type conferences on a smaller local scale 
since, if a trade union leader participated in such a meeting as 
the Chicago Conference, which was of national scope, the trade 
union leadership could not object to similar participation in local 
meetings on this same issue. 

JOHNSON stated that "The Worker" would prepare a special 
edition in the future to de&iju'with the faster Peace Marches to be 
held during April throughout the country , 

He instructed that the various Districts search out for 
individuals who would begin to correspond with the World Peace 
Council, It -was hoped that - if such individuals are put in contact 
with the World Peace Council that someone in this country might 
eventually affiliate with it* If this is accomplished, then they 
could build such peace councils in the United States, He noted 
that this summer, there would be a European Peace Conference and 
if some peace councils have been formed by that time,, it might be 
possible to get them to participate in the European Conference, 

JOHNSON then commented that this summer, the Party will 
pay much more attention to the annual Hiroshima Day held throughout 
the world which relates to peace activities. 
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JOHNSON also issued a warning that the Trotskyites have 
moved in a big way into the various peace movements and that the 
Party must do something to stop them. 

Finally, he made a request that each District set up a 
peace commission . 

The last point of. the agenda to be discussed was that on 
unemployment* The main report was given by HY LUMER under the 
title of "The Economic Situation and Unemployment". Among his 
remarks were the following, 

The United States industrial production during the present 
year has declined eight percent as compared to the last year j 
however, the recession is not as deep as in 1957-58 when production 
fell 14f percent . The biggest drop in production has been in the 
durable goods industries. One fj^eld in which production has dropped 
more than in the previous recession of 1957-58 is housing. Actually 
how far the drop will go is now questionable, but the bourgeois 
circles are now looking for an upswing in production. It is LUMER *s 
opinion that the decline in production will be ten percent ^before 
an upswing commences or that it may even go lower and reach the 
magnitude of the 1957-58 recession. 

The bourgeois circles, which see an upswing in production, 
also see a continuing big unemployment force. They also do not 
foresee a real big pickup in production. For example, the steel 
industry is not expected tp exceed its 1960 production figure. 

The important thing, according to Marxists, is the long- 
term trend. Presently new investments in plants and equipment is 
not as high as it has been in the past. To repeat, steel produc- 
tion continues low. There ?Ls also a saturated housing market. 
There is also high unemployment and lower capital investment., 
Therefore, the long-term trend points to the same cycle of crises 
greater than the one before. Presently pome parts of the capitalist 
world are booming,, but any slackening in these countries is bound 
to have an effect Qn the United States economy because this would 
restrict American markets. He then went into the question of 
growing unemployment and it was his conclusion that what is called 
structural unemployment is growing. It is growing outside of the 
economic cycle and continues to grow in each cycle. 28 percent 
of the total jobless have been out of worl^ for 15 weeks or more 
and there has been an increase in unemployment in the chronic 
unemployment - areas 0 This unemployment has been accompanied by 
much unemployment among youth, something which did not happen before. 
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The Negro and the Puerto Rican are the most affected workers 
among the unemployed. Jfe felt that the conclusion is apparent 
that unemployment is becoming a cumulative problem after each 
recession and that there is going to be a big demand for action 
by the unemployed. LUMER is worried that while capital invest- 
ment may be small compared to that in the past, it is still a 
substantial sum and will add to overproduction and unemployment, 

The government spending has retarded the recession 
cycle, but cannot prevent it. 

TTTi/n?t> Ta@2,e t&en followed a discussion on the report of 
LUMER from individuals representing various areas of the United 
States. Among the first speaker was MICKEY LIMA, representing 
the Northern California District. LIMA stated that unemployment 
in Northern California has reached the highest figure in recent 
years. In California, it is higher than the national average. 
Its lumber industry, 22 percent of the work force, is unemployed. 
Although there is discontent among the unemployed and a stirring 
among the labor movement, the labor movement as such is not moving 
with any speed to put forth the demands of the unemployed. 

The next speaker was DOROTHY HEALY, representing the 
Southern California District, who commented as follows. 

7.8 percent of the work force in that area is unemployed. 
Among the unemployed Negro, the percentage has reached 20 percent 
whatever plans there are to increase production, these are not to 
help employment but are to aid technological improvement to increase 
production which compounds the unemployment problem. The biggest 
demand in that area is for a shorter work-week. 

The Communist pamplet on unemployment was well received 
by the unemployed in that area. However, the leadership of the 
Southern California District thought the leaflet contained too 
much stress on socialism and not enough emphasis on the anti- 
monopoly struggle. 

The next speaker was TOMMY DENNIS, representing the 
Michigan District, who commented as follows: 

In Michigan, 13.4 percent of the working force is unemployed. 
There is a big movement in the auto union and auto industry and trade 
union movement in general on the question of unemployment 
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The next speaker TED BASSETT who commented as 

follows : 

The conclusion to be drawn as a result of his attendance 
at the Negro American Labor Council meeting in Washington recently 
was that the main reports at that meeting emgjhasiged that the 
Negro people were facing a major crisis - the greatest crisis since 
the Civil War. The Negro people are living off the dole* They are 
being restricted to humble and poor ghettos. They are being 
excluded from industry such as steel, auto and housing . They no 
longer have footholds in the automotive industries. In New York, 
they recently eliminated 25,000 elevator opefra^ors through installa- 
tion of automatic systems and an overwhelming majority of those 
jobs eliminated were held by Negroes . 

At this point, BETTY GANNETT made comments on the unemplqy- 
ment situation in New York State. She was filling in at this? point 
for MILT ROSEN who was ill. Among her comments were the following. 

There are 600,000 unemployed in New York. In the city of 
Buffalo, 20 percent of the working force is unemployed* Each 
month 16,000 new unemployed are added to the relief rolls, yet 
Governor ROCKEFELLER has proposed a cut in the relief budget. In 
the city of Buffalo, the International Union of Mine, Mill and 
Smelter Workers collected 10,000 signatures on a petition relating 
to the question of unemployment in a very few hours. In New York 
State, the trade unions are doing very little as yet to organize the 
unemployed. The Party is quite active and is holding discussions 
on the vital question of unemployment. > 

In the Bedford Stuyvesant section of New York City, there 
are plans to call a conference of a number of committees consisting 
of businessmen, workers, and etc, who. feel the situation is so bad 
that they must find a solution to the unemployment problem. In PTAs 
in New York City, the fight is being conducted for the institution 
of hot lunch programs for the needy and unemployed, and this is how 
the Party is getting the PTA involved in the struggle for unemployed. 

The next speaker was IRVING POTASH who commented as follows. 

80,000 copies of the CP, USA's leaflet on unemployment 
were printed, of which 40,000 were issued in New York City, and 
20,000 in the remainder of the United States. Of this 20,000, 
5;000 went to Illinois and 5,000 to Ohio. Still on hand are 
20,000 copies of this leaflet and it is hoped that the Pistricts 
would order them. 
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It was noted t&at very often the Party uses conflicting 
figures in regard to unemployment and other matters, but hereafter* 
the NEC wili use as its Source infpmation, the publication 
"Economic Notes" and there will be consistency in jsuch figures, 

The Party i? against gradualism in the fight fqr a 30 
hour week* By gradualism it is meant the process of spreading 
over a five year period, the ten hour reduction in the W9**>*week, 

BEN DAVIS then spoke commenting that the Negjro American 
Labor Council must be the center for unemployment councils. 

The next speaker was JACK STACHEL apd among bis comments 
were the following. 

The Party is beginning to show some action in the field 
of unemployment , but this is not uniform throughout the country 
because some Districts have carried further a lot of activity and 
some Districts hardly any 2. 

He dealt with the problem of the permanent character of 
unemployment and felt that the Party must be prepared tq tell 
people that they will have structural unemployment regardless of 
the trdnd of the economy. This has a horrible effect on the UfegrQ 
and will weaken the alliance of the Negro people and the trade uijipn 
movement. The Negro people will have to do something in behalf Qf 
their own interests. They will lose trade union membership and the 
trade union movement will decline. This is what happened in the 
economic crisis of 1929. This is why %ke CIO was born to challenge 
the conservative leadership. The labor movement must continue tP 
organize the unemployed and those not yet organized* 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT ? a member of the Illinois District, sppke 
next and among his comments were the following. 

The report and the facts show that the CP is not yet 
fully involved in the movement on behalf of the unemployed. One of 
the problems to overcome is realising the permanency of the 
unemployed. When we see things getting worse, we are geared for 
it. The Party must become more involved with the unemployed since 
these unemployed can break down anti^Com^unism and expose the real 
enemy and gain friends • 

There has been a modest beginning in organizing the 
unemployed on Chicago*s South Side. Oh Chicago's West Sicte, they 
have an unemployed council organized which rents space in a c£urci*« 
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The next speaker was GjSQRGE METERS, representing the 
Maryland District, who cowi^nted as follows. 

There are 100,000 jobless persons in Maryland. There 
has been a tremendous response to the recently issued Party 
leaflet . The people are not only worried by the unemployed, but 
also by the high cost of. living and high rents . 

Recently, the United Auto Workers (UAW) opened up some 
centers for unemployed in Maryland. 

GAEL WINTER was the next speaker who spoke on behalf of 
ANTON KRCHMAREK of the Ohio Pistrict who was absent. Among his 
remarks were the following. 

Ohio up to the present time did not have a high unemploy^ 
ment rate because of the diversity of its industrial capacity. 
Now, however, they have been hit. The chief fight not taking place 
in Ohio involves action in the legislature to increase the unemploy« 
ment compensation* Recently there was a trade union conference on 
unemployment held at Columbus, Ohio, attended by 3,000 trade 
unionists, half of whom were unemployed. For the unemployed, the 
trade unions paid transportation costs to Columbus. 

In the State of Michigan, six UAW locals as a result of 
left pressures have raised the slogan, "30-40-60" which meaps 30 
hours of work for 40 hours of pay per week and retirement at £ge 
60. A campaign to publicise this is being carried on in the auto * 
area of Michigan, It has been stated that the reduction to a 30 
hour week has been agreed to by the unions during a five year period. 
However, some disputed that the UAW had agreed to gradualism. 

In again speaking of Ohio, 6^000 copies of thp Party^s 
unemployment leaflet had been ^distributed and 4,000 copies of 
"The Worker" supplement on unemployment had been distributed . In 
Youngstown, Ohio alone the Party distributed 2,000 unemployment 
leaflets. 

On the West Side of Detroit, there has already been set 
up an unemployment council with COLEMAN YOUNG in charge,. and in 
that area, 2,000 copies of "The Worker" supplement were distributed. 

WINTER then noted that recently, a conference of the UAW 
was held in Michigan on the subject of unemployment. This was a 
closed conference but WINTER indicated he had been able to walk in 
although others were denied admittance. 
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HITMAN LCHEE did not w$nt to make a summary of his* 
report and the discission wfticfe ^spited on ib^e topic of 
unemployment. Instead fee* proposed ha write up a summary 
including the discussions of tljie pth^rs, which would l?e published 
in pamphlet form* 

He did note, however, that hp fe^t there would be a 
terrific fight against gpyeynmept spending by monopoly capital 
who would resist spending for peace. If spending is to equal 
even a small part of the military budget $$$ve mupt be a movement 
with lots of pressure r

There follows a summary of the highlights and more 
important statements of a meeting of the NEC, CPUSA held in 
CP Headquarters, NYC on 3/9-10/61. 

Information concerning this meeting was previously 
furnished to the Bureau by daily teletypes and letterhead 
memo . 

First Day's Session - 3/9/61 

NY 2359-S* advised on 3/9/61, that a meeting of the 
NEC, CPUSA, commenced at 10:45 a.m. The following persons 
were observed entering CP Headquarters, NYC, presumably to 
attend this meeting: 

TOM DENNIS, HY LUMER, IRVING POTASH, PHIL BART, 
JIM WEST, JACK STACHEL, GEORGE MEYERS, DOROTHY HEALEY, CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT, BEN DAVIS, ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, MICKEY LIMA, TOM 
NABRIED, TED BASSETT, CARL WINTER , GUS HALL and BETTY GANNETT, 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, Chairman, announced the 
agenda as follows: 

Report by HY LUMER on unemployment followed by 
speakers from other districts on same subject; report on 
Negro American Labor Council conference in Washington, D.C.; 
report of the Committee on Reorganization of work of 
the National Center; report on Taft-Hartley and Smith Act 
cases; report on progress toward a daily Marxist newspaper 
and finally the setting up of a committee tovork on a 
constitution to be presented for discussion prior to the 
convention . 

A committee of five members on McCarran Act cases 
was approved. Membership made up of CARL WINTER, MICKEY " 
LIMA, ARNOLD JOHNSON, IRVING POTASH and JACK ST ACHE L . 
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NY 100-8o64l 



H¥ LUMER reported on the economic situation, 
quoting mainly from public source material. LUMER said long 
term unemployment is growing and there has been a steady 
increase in number of chronically depressed areas. He noted 
growth of unemployment among the youth and said growing num- 
bers of young people are seriously concerned about ability 
to find Jobs. There is a development in the Negro communities 
throughout the country and among Puerto Rlcan and Mexican- 
Americans of a situation of chronic crisis and mass unemploy- 
ment, according to LOWER. 

LUMER said long term unemployment among Negro workers 
is fifty per cent as opposed to twenty-eight per cent among 
workers generally. He asserted that one-half of the unemployed 
Negroes have been out of work fifteen weeks or more and that 
this heeds special consideration. LOWER said there is an 
accumulation of suffering and misery among the workers and 
increasing automation will continue to increase unemployment. 

MICKEY LIMA reported on unemployment in North 
California. He said contributing factors were 
automation, overtime, and the exportation of raw materials 
to foreign countries for completion by cheap labor in those 
countries. LIMA said that in recessions, the most effective 
agitation for the popularization of socialist solutions to 
problems has its greatest effect on the masses because the 
planned economy and utilization of automation in socialist 
countries can be compared with the situation in this country. 
LIMA said ways and means must be found to militantly challenge 
the closing of plants. He cited example of the sudden 
announcement by the General Lamp Plant in Oakland, California, 
that they were going to close down. LIMA said that if "we can't 
find a union who will fight for this, then we out to challenge 
it from the outside." He felt that situations of this type 
expose the weakness of the capitalist system and tend to 
popularize socialism. 

DOROTHY HEALEY said that in California much, of the 
economy is dependent on missiles and aircraft industry. The 
rate of unemployment of Negroes is very high, as is the 
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proportionate rate of unemployment among women. There is 
no feeling of panic or desperation among the workers as was 
true in earlier postwar periods. With respect to the Party's 
approach to the question of unemployment, HEALEY said some 
body and some substance must he given to what the anti- 
monopoly coalition is supposed to do. According to HEALEY, 
there is long-time unemployment in Los Angeles and workers 
go to their established organizations rather than to the Party 
for answers to unemployment problems. 

JIM WEST spoke of unemployment situation in Illinois. 
He said unemployment was the greatest in the Negro community. 
WEST mentioned that there has been wide distribution of 
leaflets concerning jobs for the jobless, and relief of 
hardship cases. He said these leaflets were distributed 
as the result of a meeting last Sunday night in Chicago. 
The meeting was of members of the South Side unemployed 
organizing committee, which committee sponsored the leaflets 
distributed. WEST described the committee as an ad hoc 
committee set up "by ourselves" for the purpose of getting 
things rolling. WEST said the meeting was attended by 
approximately 35 or 40 people and CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT was 
a speaker. WEST said the meeting served the purpose of 
pointing out the need for "drawing in youth who have no 
recollection of the 1930»s. WEST said one of the things 
left progressive forces can do is to widely circulate 
material among the unemployed advising about their rights 
with respect to compensation, relief, surplus food, dependency 
aid, etc. WEST said that unemployment compensation offices 
should become a focal point of discussion in Party clubs, 
as it is at these offices that the unemployed discuss their 
woes and problems and it is at these offices that they get 
brutal treatment. 

TOM DENNIS reported on unemployment in Michigan. 
He said unemployment is currently higher than in 1958, aid 
prospects seem to indicate continued high unemployment. 
According to DENHIS, people are becoming disillusioned with 
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the KENNEDY administration, as they fe& the administration 
will not correct the situation • The Party must get in and 
stimulate the organizing of the unemployed by unions, and also 
the organising of the unemployed who are not in unions. DENNIS 
felt the Party must be instrumental in establishing some kind 
of community association for uniting the working class. 
He said the Party should coordinate the workers and unemployed 
but not compete with the unions. 

TED BASSETT said that at the recent NALC conference 
there was a united front of Negro people backing the 
fourteen point program adopted at the conference. According 
to BASSETT, there is a very important need for backing the 
fourteen point program and making it a part of the struggle 
around unemployment issues. 

BETTY GANNETT said that New York State unemployment 
is approximately 600,000, and that there have been efforts 
to have the Buffalo area declared a critically depressed one, 
GANNETT said that in NY, the Party has decided that its 
main activity must be to prod the unions to take up the 
issue. The Party must also begin to develop community 
activities with the objective of assisting in the handling 
of the many increased problems that exist among unemployed 
workers. According to GANNETT, a conference of the unemployed 
is being called in the Bedford-Stuyvesant area of Brooklyn, 
GANNETT observed that theire is a rather powerful movement 
of tenants councils in NYC, many of whom have welfare 
committees. She said -it is a Party suggestion that these 
welfare committees be turned in the direction cf the 
unemployed, GANNETT mentioned that in NYC, the Party is 
getting out a leaflet to be distributed to the various 
clubs, which leaflet will indicate the rights to which the 
unemployed are entitled. 

Pcllowiog a luncheon break PHIL BART proposed 
that further discussion be dispensed with for one hour 
in order to take up a special order of business. 

GUS HALL then spoke of the necessity of the 
election of a national chairman. He said it was felt that 
election was necessary at this time as it will help to 
stabilise the Party and move it forward, especially if done 
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in a proper way. According to HALL theway it can be done 
technically and constitutionally is for the NEC to make the 
recommendation and then ratify it by referendum of the National 
Committee . He said that if it is agreed upon it should be 
done immeidately and without hesitation so that there will 
not be a leak and "our membership wpn ! t read about these 
kinds of problems in the Winchell Column." HALL said that 
if it is agreed upon the referendum will go out today. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT expressed pleasure on placing the 
name of ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN in nomination for national 
chairman. He said that comrade ELIZABETH is a link "between 
our Party today and the great traditions of our Party." He 
described her as the most beloved person in the Party today 
and one who has a quality of inspiring people. He said that 
in her own personality comrade ELIZABETH has reflected the 
line of the Party and the international Communist movement 
today in regard to the struggle against revisionism and 
dogmatism. After presenting her name in nomination LIGHTPOOT 
expressed the hope that she would be the next national chair- 
man of the CPUSA. 

BEN DAVIS commented that nothing said by him must 
be construed as either an attack on ELIZABETH or an attack 
on her qualifications. On the contrary, ELIZABETH, according 
to DAVIS, is one of the finest comrades in the Party today. 
He said that as chairman or in any other position she would 
bring unique contributions and quality advantageous to the 
Party, the working class and people in general, around the 
issues before the American people. DAVIS said action at this 
time is a mistake. He said the first problem is question of 
NEC taking this action rather than the National Committee. 
He expressed doubt that the poll of the NC is sufficient. 
DAVIS commented that no poll of NC members on such an 
important question can take the place of open discussion 
and exchange of views . Once a person is. chosen for a Party 
position it is a lifetime proposition. According to DAVIS, 
the question should be considered as to whether the Party 
should not have a Negro as National Chairman. He noted the 
situation existing in the Congo and in the Southern part 
of the United States where large masses of Negroes are 
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involved and said that for this reason it might be well 
to have a Negro as national chairman of the CPUSA. According 
to DAVIS j Negro people are looking to the CPUS A for leader- 
ship . He remarked that no matter who is named as national 
chairman, GUS HALL will still be the ranking leader of the 
Party . 

JAMES JACKSON wholeheartedly agreed with FLYNN's 
nomination. He nevertheless did feel that in certain 
leading levels the Negro comes as a stranger and each day 
has to prove himself anew* His merit and capabilities are 
a continuing subject of probe and challenge. He said that 
certain white comrades made him conscious of the fact that 
his representation of the Party abroad might put them in 
disregard. He felt white comrades should rid themselves of 
this prejudice, 

GEORGE MEYERS also was in agreement with FLYNN's 
nomination. GEORGE MEYERS stated substantially the following: 

A glaring deficiency in the Party is the fact that 
there are no leading national Negro women. If there was a 
Negro women comrade in leadership in the Party, it would 
greatly help the rebuilding and strengthening of the Party 
in Maryland. As far as BEN DAVIS is concerned, I remember 
one factional situation we had where a coalition, mostly 
revisionists, tried to dump BEN as a Party leader. That is 
not being done here today. The Party leadership changed 
its position and BEN was given recognition. I think he is 
one of the leading Communist figures in the country, 
particularly in the Negro community. Nevertheless, I favor 
comrade ELIZABETH because of BEN's method of work. Recently 
at a meeting, BEN made one of the best reports on the election 
situation that we have had an I told him that he was playing 
the role of a national leader of our Party, but I told him 
that sometimes I thought he acted like he was the minority 
leader in the Democratic City Council. I would abhor a 
situation where factionalism would evelop and that is the 
reason I favor the nomination (of FLYNN) . 

JIM WEST agreed with BEN DAVIS and JAMES JACKSON 
as to the need for study of the questions raised by them, 
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but said that the Party has made tremendous progress in the 
promotion of Negro cadre to leadership. He concluded that the 
proposal for a referendum is correct because he did not feel 
a vacuum (in the position of national chairman) could be 
left at this time, 

MICKEY LIMA supported the nomination of FLYNN 
stating that the selection of FLYNN would have a unified 
effect on the Party. He said that FLYNN can help unify 
Party members and non-party members and thereby add to 
the prestige and status of the Party among hon-Partymembers 
and working class people in general. 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON also supported the nomination 
of FLYNN but said that he did not think FLYNN has placed 
enough emphasis on the struggle for Negro rights. He 
remarked that what is vitally needed is a white woman to 
emerge as a great crusader in the fight for Negro rights . 
He said that ELIZABETH FLYNN would not only make a great 
leader for the Party but also for the Negro movement. 

JACK STACHEL observed that three of the five top 
leaders of the Party are Negro comrades, not because they 
are Negroes but because they are leading comrades. He then 
named them as DAVIS, LIGHTFOOT and JACKSON. According to 
STACHEL, the quality of Negro cadre in the Party today is 
higher than heretofore. STACHEL said that being Jewish 
he can recognise that they are playing the role that the Jews 
played in the Russian Party and to a certain extent in the 
CPTJSA. He said that this is inevitable. STACHEL agreed 
that ELIZABETH FLYNN logically should be chosen as national 
chairman at this time and that comrade LIGHTFOOT remain as 
vice-chairman. 

DOROTHY HEALEY stated substantially the following: 

I do not think the negro struggle with the colonial 
world can be translated into the question of Party leader- 
ship, as though Party leadership is symbolic of these move- 
ments ♦ There. is a lack of candor in our leadership. There 
is a grouping together of our Negro cpmrades in the leader- 
ship as one undifferentiated grouping, even though the comrades 
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in question represent as diverse approaches, qualities, and 
contributions as everybody else in the leadership. I told 
comrade BEN when he was in Los Angeles that I would not 
vote for him as national chairman because I did not yet feel 
a confidence that he acted as a national leader of the whole 
Party . 

GUS HALL said he does not see the situation the w^y 
BEN DAVIS presents it, He agreed that putting the Negro 
comrades in a category does happen, but, if there are any 
such tendencies as BEN proposed, then the Party should 
resist them. GUS HALL stated that the motion concerning 
PLYNN f s nomination was mad^ and seconded. He called for 
a vote by "show of hands." HALL then remarked there are 22 
members voting and there are 36 more (National Committee mem- 
bers to be reached) • 

PHIL BART then recommended sending a referendum to 
NC members stating NEC recommends to NC the election of FLYNN 
as national chairman and further recommends response be 
returned by Monday morning (3/13/61). 

JIM WEST asked that an ap.peal be made to BEN DAVIS 
"to make it unanimous." Vote was taken on referendum after 
which HALL stated, "Well, I guess, you 1 re in, ELIZABETH," 

LIGHTFOOT stated that on Monday evening "we called 
a meeting as JIM (WEST) mentioned" (apparently Chicago). 
According to LIGHTPOOT, there were 35 to 40 people at the 
meeting, and "I suppose I was the organiser of the meeting." 
He said there were 20 non-Party people there, about 10 ex-Party 
people there, and about 5 Party people. They all accepted 
the leadership "so we set up and got a headquarters and every- 
thing, and set up the organization, back in the same place 
where the Party office used to be on 43rd Street. This will 
be Southside Unemployment Council Headquarters, and there will 
fee known Communists working with nonHCommunsts." LIGHTPOOT 
next mentioned that his wife "GERALDYNE" is acting chairman 
in her church and she and her minister were discussing how to 
set up an unemployment council in that church. LIGHTPOOT 
added that it would not be as militant as "Southside # ,f 
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Second Day*s Session, 3/10/61

advised that prior to the reconvening 
of NEC, a {subcommittee meeting on defense problems was held. 
ARNOLD JOHNSON was Chairman and among those present were 
JACK STACHEL, MICKEY LIMA, WILLIAM PATTERSON, IRVING POTASH 
and CARL WINTER, 

ARNOLD JOHNSON reported on a discussion he had with 
JOHN ABT. According to JOHNSON, ABT felt the Party was being 
derelict with respect to informing the Party membership on 
the progress of the fight against the Mc Carran and Smith 
ActSi JOHNSON said that ABT posed the question of what the 
reaction of the membership would be should the ruling of the 
Supreme Court require registration . ABT wondered whether 
the membership would panic if they read newspaper headlines 
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saying "Reds Ordered to Register" or "Reds Outlawed by- 
Supreme Court"; According to JOHNSON, ABT felt that to 
forestall any panic, the full meaning of the law should 
be explained to the membership and they should be advised 
"We are going to continue in business" and proceed to the 
next stage of litigation. This would be true not only 
for the Mo Carran Act but also with respect to the member- 
ship clause of the Smith Acti 

WILLIAM PATTERSON was in agreement that the 
Party was derelict with respect to these matters ; He 
cited the case of the CP in Buffalo being prevented from 
participating in discussions taking place- in the City 
Council i PATTERSON asserted that the BMrfi3r should take 
the offensive and bring an action in Federal Court in the 
Buffalo case; He said this would open the door to all 
types of discussion and help from the American Civil 
Liberties Union and church -organizations. 

,.. ■ / 

JACK STACHEL recommended that "The Worker" 
print more articles in regard to these subjects; STACHEL 
said that the Party membership should be rallied and it 
should be pointed out how wrong they were in 1950 and 
1951 ; STACHEL suggested that a committee be set up to 
communicate with the districts in order to emphasize the 
tightening up of the ranks in the ideological and 
organizations fields, especially on the club level; He 
said there should be a special check to determine who in 
each club maintains the membership list, etc; More 
attention should be directed to seeing that the entire 
membership gets "The Worker" and that all members get into 
the "left organizations"; 

MICKEY. LIMA asked what procedure would be 
followed if an adverse decision is handed down by the 
Supreme Court and the leadership refuses to register; He 
said that a starting point should be that if the decision 
is adverse, it be rejected by the Party and the Party 
leadership continue to function; Re recommended that a 
report be made as soon as possible to the Party membership, 
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pointing out that the Party's legality will not he 
decided hy law hut hy its relation to mass struggles; 
POTASH said that it is most important to prepare the 
memhership and point out to them that the Party is working 
with competent legal persons; He said that they should 
also call in all cluh chairmen and explain to them the 
Party's thinking. He also urged that international 
reaction he encouraged as quickly as possible in the 
event of an adverse decision. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON said that it might he wise to 
point out to the membership that even the most adverse 
decision would not put them out of business; He added 
"However^ if a date is set for them to surrender, then 
they will have to deal with that at that time"; JOHNSON 
also felt that a subcommittee should be set up to check 
all phases of defense work and set up the instruments 
with which the membership can fight back; 

NY 2359-S* advised that the second day's session 
of NEC, CPUSA meeting convened 10:30 a.m;, 3/10/61; 

CARL WINTER opened the meeting and discussed 
the conference of the UAW (no date given). He described 
this conference as a closed session and a story concerning 
it appears in this week's edition of "The Worker"; WINTER 
noted that the press was excluded from the conference but 
that he (WINTER) managed to attend; He said the significance 
of it was that it was a directive meeting where (WALTER) 
REUTHER was giving his staff instructions. WINTER said that 
the chairman of the conference made the observation that the 
union regards the unemployed as well as the employed as the 
union's responsibility. WINTER said this is a new policy 
and was stressed throughout the meeting that unions cannot 
survive unless they tackle the problems of the unemployed. 
WINTER said that REDTHER went into a general socialist type 
criticism of the economy and said the basic problems cannot 
be solved by palliatives; He (REUTHER) emphasized that the 
unions are in tremendous difficulty because of the economic 
situation and because they are entering negotiations in a 
period of adversity. He took pains to disassociate himself

from ME ANY (GEORGE) and made sharp criticism of MEANY 

as well as the leadership of the Executive Council of the 

AFL-CIO. 

According to WINTER, REUTHER commented that 
President KENNEDY has made a good beginning but the admin- 
istration is under great pressure from the NAM, the 
Chamber of Commerce and is yielding to these pressures; 
the labor movement must provide leadership for a counterforce 
to include community forces, civic organizations, churches 
and the like; WINTER commented thg,t the meeting sounded 
to him as though they (UAW) had been attending our meetings 
and our literature because they responded to every one , 
of the things that we have been criticising the trade 
unions for as regards unemployment ; WINTER also stated 
that ROY REUTHER, the head of the political Action 
Department, gave a special report on how to mobilise 
communities, the unemployed, unions, and others in a 
single movement to support necessary legislation and 
governmental action. WINTER said that ROY REUTHER talked 
also of the need for mass rallies, parades and demonstrations 
and he said that he would like to see Detroit's 160,000 
unemployed all gathered at one time in Cadillac Square to 
demonstrate the problem. Continuing, WINTER remarked that 
they also discussed in detail a letter-writing campaign to 
government officials, Congressmen, etc. for support of the 
union* s program to get America back to work; WINTER said 
that the president of the Buick local confined his remarks 
entirely to the youth question, warning that the future of 
the unions depends on what it does with the youngsters coming 
out of high school because these youngsters consider the 
union their enemy in that union rules prevent them from 
getting Jobsi WINTER commented that WALTER REUTHER con- 
gratulated the president of the Buick local for his remarks 
and said the Executive Council will take up this point and 
attempt to work out means by which the unions become 
champions of the youth; 
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WINTER concluded his remarks by commenting that 
when he reported on this conference to the Detroit comrades, 
he emphasized the need for the Party to disassociate from 
certain opposition tendencies, and the Party should identify 
itself with a positive approach to programs the unions have 
developed; 

IRVING POTASH said that concentration must he 
given to such questions as the struggle for shorter hours 
and higher unemployment payments because these are the type 
of questions that unite the employed and the unemployed in 
a common struggle. He said developments are taking place 
which are a basis for a more militant struggle and a more 
meaningful unemployment program; He said that grounds are 
developing in the trade union movement reflecting a greater 
awareness of the bankruptcy of the MEANY policies; a greater 
awareness of the permanent nature of unemployment and these 
issues lay a basis for raising the anti -monopoly struggle 
to a higher and broader level in the entire trade union 
movement; 

BEN DAVIS said that attempts should be made to 
force more trade between our country and the socialist bloc. 
He also said that the Negro in the depressed areas should 
be treated as a special question because there is an 
opportunity for the Party to gather attraction and alliance 
between Negro workers arid white workers in these depressed 
areas. 

JACK STACHEL remarked that it was a good policy 
for the Party to distribute unemployment leaflets as it 
shows that the Party is for such a program; STACHEL further 
remarked that a few weeks ago it looked as if a real gap 
was developing between the labor movement and the Negro 
liberation movement, but at this moment labor leaders are 
getting together with RANDOLPH (A. PHILIP) and are calling for 
a conference in Chicago. 
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HY LUMER said that discussions today were beneficial 
and that a summary of the discussions would be available; 
He expressed disagreement with Labor Secretary GOLDBERG ' s 
idea of increased government spending to decrease unemploy- 
ment i LUMER expressed the idea of cutting armament spending 
and to use this money for peaceful purposes ; LUMER, in 
commenting on government figures in regard to unemployment, 
said it should be borne in mind that these figures are 
designed to fit the government's purpose and are grossly 
undere stimated ; 

MICKEY LIMA next proposed that HY LUMER and 
IRVING POTASH should prepare a summary on the discussion; 
Motion carried and summary to be prepared during the 
coming week; 

BEN DAVIS spoke with respect to the setting up 
of a committee on the Constitution, He pointed out that 
the last meeting of the National Committee authorized the 
setting up of such a committee to begin now working on 
the Constitution which could be presented to the 18th 
Convention; The committee is also to write a brief statement 
on democratic centralism which will go into the Constitution; 
DAVIS proposed that the committee be a small one made up 
of National Committee members; He suggested several names, 
including NAT ROSENBLUTH and MIKE CRENOvTCH. 

GUS HALL specifically objected to ROSENBLUTH and 
CRENOVICH, stating that neither of these comrades have 
displayed a responsible attitude toward the Party and the 
leadership; He said that until he saw a different attitude 
and a different spirit toward the Party and the leadership, 
he could not recommend them for anything. HY LUMER agreed 
with HALL, 

TOM DENNIS felt that the committee should have a 
majority from outside New York because he feels that there 
is a tendency not to appreciate some of the problems of

Party operation in other parts of the country; DOROTHY 
HEALEY agreed with DENNIS. She suggested that consideration 
be given to adding members who were on the Constitution 
Committee for the 17th Convention; 

The committee finally agreed upon to pass as its 
members PHIL BART, TOM NABRIED, WILL WEINSTONE, WILLIAM 
ALBERTSON, BEN DOBBS, FLO (HALL), ERIC (BERT). TOMMY 
DENNIS and ARNOLD JOHNSON* 

BEN DAVIS said that with respect to ROSENBLUTH 
and CRENOVICH, he felt that GUS HALL's criticism was too 
severe; He said he did not know enough about their 
recent activities to further discuss this point, but that 
he did not want any Indication to be taken from the 
violence of HALL's objection to these people that he was 
trying to smuggle in somebody to wreck the Party or destroy 
its unity; 

HALL replied that his only objection was to the 
two comrades and DAVIS countered that he still felt HALL's 
characterization of them was much too severe; 

ARNOLD JOHNSON next spoke on the Defense Committee. 
He referred to the Taft-Hartley decisions relating to JIM 
(WEST) and HY (LUMER), saying that these decisions have 
been given wide play in editorials and articles; JOHNSON 
said that this meeting should serve the purpose of full 
mobilization of the Party and all whom "we" influence in 
the struggle for democratic rights. JOHNSON said that he 
wished to point out that the Supreme Court may be subject 
to change in the near future with the possible resignation 
of Justices BLACK and FRANKFURTER » He said the important 
thing is what effect certain Supreme Court decisions will 
have on the membership, as well as what effect on the rights 
and masses of the people-, and in this regard, there is a need 
for much more careful preparations; JOHNSON felt that the 
Party did not have a full estimate of the abolitionist movement 
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against the Un-American Activities Committee. He said 
that both FRANK WILKINSON and HECK CRILEY had done 
tremendous Jobs but that the Party should be criticized 
for failure to follow through and join some of these 
fights; JOHNSON, in referring to the Defense Committee , 
said "We" should establish an office outside this 
office (CP Headquarters), composed of both non-Communists 
and Communists, adding that he would need another week 
or ten days to get the Defense Committee functioning ; 
JOHNSON further commented that there would also be a need 
to establish a skeleton committee in different areas and 
the committee would have possibilities of stimulating work 
in front organizations* He said the Party must make more 
use of publications and must take the offensive against 
the Supreme Court majority and explain the Party *s viewpoint* 
He said the Party should point toward a National Conference, 
preferably in June and, if not, then in October, but the 
Party must make it clear that it is not going out of 
business and will fight all down the line. 

GUS HALL then commented that every single Party 
district must have some kind of an apparatus that works 
with ARNOLDS committee (Defense Committee) on these 
questions; Informant advised that HALL pounded the table 
to emphasize his point that defense work is a matter that 
directly involves the Party; He said every district 
leadership must take up this question immediately and 
decide what is most suitable for their district; 

BEN DAVIS next gave the "Task Force Report" 
which he said arose out of suggestions from leaders in the 
district as well as the center for a need to reorganize 
and streamline the center. He said members of the committee 
set up by the Secretariat were PHIL BART, HY LTJMER, CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT, CARL WINTER and himself # DAVIS commented that 
PHIL BART was considered chairman of the committee and the 
proposals to be made were unanimously agreed upon; DAVIS 
described the report as a progress report* He said the scope 
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of the committee did not take up political questions or 
line because they did not consider it within the purview of the 
subcommittee, but rather what they considered was how to 
improve the application of the Party's line and to Improve 
the functioning of the national center. DAVIS also stated 
that the committee was concerned with the mechanics of 
leadership such as committees, personnel and the likei He 
said to date, however, they were not able to get a complete 
picture from all aspects of the functioning of the center 
and because of this it was difficult to say what changes 
should be made until they get a complete and adequate 
picture; DAVIS said the committee did examine the question 
of finance and economy as well as the question of the Party 
Headquarters, how it functions, what changes and improvements 
should be made. He said the recommendations of the committee 
will be presented to the Secretariat, the NEC and the NC. 
DAVIS commented that all the meetings of the subcommittee 
so far have been harmonious, helpful and fruitful in the 
exchange of opinions. DAVIS said that by the next NC meeting 
they should be able to come up with something more substantial 
in making recommendations. DAVIS said that they were going 
to make a motion at the last NC meeting that the NEC should 
be given the power to make whatever necessary changes in the 
leadership which ordinarily would be made by the NC. He 
said, however, that no such motion was made and as a result 
feels they did not have the power to act on this question. 

DAVIS said the NEC was elected by the NC and must 
remain that way until the National Committee acts to change 
iti He said the five-man Secretariat was elected by the 
National Committee and therefore cannot be abolished except 
by the NC. DAVIS expressed the opinion that the Secretariat 
had functioned haphazardly and was more often than not an 
enlarged meeting. He said the Task Force recommended the 
setting up of a National Staff to meet a minimum of once every 
two weeks and to operate under the rules of the NC and the NEC. 
Informant advised that at this point DAVIS then utilized the 
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blackboard to place the names of those on the National 
Staff i He said each member on the National Staff is 
either the head of a commission, department or a Party 
head, except CLARENCE (HATHAWAY) . DAVIS further remarked 
that the first ten names on the blackboard are all members 
of the NEC, adding that some members are essential to this 
staff, although not named on it but would function by- 
invitation ; DAVIS said the staff set up was no great 
change, however, DAVIS felt it would add authority and 
a new face under which to operate; 

DAVIS concluded by commenting that this was only 
a progress report of the Task Force and that the Task 
Force would continue to,, operate ; 

PHIL BART next commented that there were some 
other suggestions not incorporated into the report because 
there was not complete agreement on them. BART said that 
each month one NC member from the Midwest should meet with 
this group (National Staff) and that every other month a 
member of the NC from the far West should meet with this 
group; BART also commented that the full NEC may or may 
not be called to meet once each six weeks as this could 
depend upon circumstances* 

Following DAVIS' report, discussion took place 
as to the nature of the new body to carry out responsibilities 
of NEC between meetings; 

JAMES JACKSON stated that this body should not be 
called a National Staff, but rather an Executive Board to 
the NEC that gets its charter of authority from the NEC, 
He recommended that the NEC and this National Board have its 
general official the general secretary. 

GUS HALL stated that there is no constitutional ' 
question involved as to the setup of this body and 
recommended that GEORGE MEYERS be included in it; HALL 
called for a vote for election of a National Board by the 
NEC to carry out its work between meetings. Vote taken. 
Motion carried. Composition of board. not available to 
informant; 
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JIM WEST reported that there will be two Easter 
Peace Parades held in Chicago, one sponsored by SANE 
(Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy) and the other by 
'The Friends". He suggested that a special. edition of 
"The Worker" with peace articles in it directed to the 
participants. in these parades should be prepared and sold to 
the participants. 

IRVING POTASH outlined the following concrete 
proposals to help these parades to be a success: 

li Chicago provide some guarantee and 
mobilization for an audience. 

2; Get local union leadership to participate 
in the conference i 

3i Get wires to the conference i 

4* Make an effort to have a continuation 
committee established and to organize 
similar conferences throughout the country. 

GUS HALL reported briefly on progress made 
concerning ^-establishment of a daily paper. He said 
the committee working on this will send out an appeal 
for funds but it will do no more until the results of this 
appeal are determined. HALL said he feels there are a 
number of people who will not give money to the Party but 
who will be willing to put money into bonds for the 
purpose of the re-establishment of a daily paper. Meeting 
adjourned at 5:29 p.m.

A motion made by Gus Hall to replace Lumer with 
Jim Allen was passed. Hall said that the length of Hy 
Lumer »s leave of absence would be determined at a later 
date when Lumer will know how much time will be required. 

Jack Stachel reported on an editorial that is going 
into the Youth paper in regard to the Peace Corps being 
organised in the United States, He said the editorial was 
written on the basis of points discussed by the Youth Commission. 
The editorial takes the approach that Youth desires peace and 
wants an opportunity to serve in that direction but asks the 
rhetorical question, "Is this the actual objective of this 
organisation or is its purpose open penetration for U.S. 
monopoly?" The editorial continues with a series of questions 
showing skepticism as to the true purpose of the Peace Corps. 
For example, "Why is there an FBI check on those who should 
go?", "Are the African people going to be confronted with anti- 
Communism?", "If it is to promote cooperation why is there not 
a joint affair with other countries?" 

According to Stachel, the editorial concludes that 
as it stands now, the Peace Corps is not good, will not 
change and is not endorsed. 

James Jackson commented on the six week training 
program for candidates for the Peace Corps, noting that it is 
designed to answer the challenge of Communist ideology and 
penetration. He said this will be a thoroughly reactionary 
school. The Peace Corps will be a brigade of youth under 
government control for two years and will block progress in 
the domestic affairs of the country. Jackson described 
members of the Peace Corps as "the young Jesuits of 
Capitalism" and "a junior CIA." He characterised it as a 
menacing and dangerous thing. 

Jack Stachel, speaking on the question of United 
States foreign policy, said the Party should develop 
movements and actions around Laos, Cuba, the Congo and the 
ending of nuclear tests.

"Unemployment : 

"Hy opened the discussion on the developing economic situation. 
He indicated a further decline in industrial production and 
that while there is a possible spring pickup, the outlook is 
estimated as generally dubious for the balance of the year, 
with the decline still continuing in employment with a 
probably 10$ figure. Following his introduction which is to 
be published, specific reports were made.

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"Mlckie (No r th. Calif) . Said that many industries operate on a 
four-day week, some alternate weeks. California has already 
extended its 13-week unemployment insurance. In the lumber 
industry unemployment runs as high as 21-22$. In the lumber 
area they have community councils which were already established 
in '57. They comprise labor » ministerial and other organizations. 
There is no organization of unemployed. The main stress is on 
the responsibility and activities of the trade unions. The 
Party leaflet has been well received. 

"Dorothy (Southern C alif.) Los Angeles is hard hit with 7.1$ 
unemployed. It is a depressed area. The Urban League estimates 
Negro unemployment, as high as 20$. Unemployment is felt sharpest 
among industrial workers and less so among white collar workers 
in the area. There is a committee in Los Angeles which is about 
5 years old and is comprised primarily of older people that has 
been issuing leaflets and other material in the city. She 
reported that the unemployed look primarily to the existing 
organizations for lead. 

"Jim (Illinois) Joblessness reaching the 400,000 mark. At a 
conference of 'Steel on this question some 400 attended and the 
program adopted included: Unemployment benefits for one year 
with 65$ of pay check; replace the sales tax; abolish garnishments, 
There is sentiment among these workers of waiting for the adop- 
tion and application of the Kennedy program and the adjustment 
of this in the State Legislature. Farm Equipment held a 
conference of 200. The Harvester local alone has 1688 working 
with 1570 laid off. Likewise automation has also hit Mc Cormack 
which has 800 left of a work force of 3000. Local 65 of Steel 
has opened headquarters for counseling service. 

"Chicago 

"The labor movement is making PEP as one of the main legislative 
demands in the State. There is also consideration in some 
areas of surplus food for distressed areas and a state bill to 
eliminate discrimination in housing which will also affect jobs. 

"Our Party clubs have been reporting on developments and 
treatment of workers at the unemployment centers and also 
indicated that our leaflet is well received « 
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"In the South Side, according to our comrades , there is the 
formation of an Ad Hoc Committee on unemployment . 

"Tommy (Michigan) 

"Tommy reported for Michigan. The State Committee has 
discussed this question and indicated this is no temporary 
situation. They are now preparing a state pamphlet. In 
this state where unemployment is very high, one can observe 
the offensive of big business to split the working class. 
The main stress is the work of UAW which has undertaken a 
number, of activities including conferences . There is one 
unemployed committee initiated by forces outside the union 
which has Trotskyite influence and is aimed at splitting labor. 

"Ted reported on the recent conference of NALC in Washington 
which stressed the need of a crash program on unemployment as it 
affects the Negro workers. In the major cities Negro unemployment 
is '2-3 times higher than the general average. At the conference., 
Congressman Powell called for an Executive Order to eliminate 
discrimination in government employment and government contracts. 
He called for a target date nationally on this question and 
demanded similar efforts to overcome discrimination which must 
also take place in international unions. This was rejected 
by the Executive Council. They ape now planning a conference 
in New York on April 29th and are proposing similar gatherings 
in different parts of the country * 

"Betty spoke about Buffalo where unemployment has hit 12% with 
Negro joblessness around 20-22$ and 15,000 added weekly to the 
relief rolls. Unemployed committees exist in Auto union but 
are not active*, There is urgent need for community unemployed 
organisations . In New York it is reported that existing 
organisations in the community are undertaking activities 
thru their welfare committees etc*

"Before discussion on the above reports, the following motion 
was made and adopted; 

To adjourn this discussion for a special order of 

business . 
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"The special order of business was opened by Gus who raised 
the matter of electing a national chairman to succeed Comrade 
Dennis who died last January. Claude then reported for the 
Secretariat and nominated Elizabeth Gurley Flynn as national 
chairman.

A confidential source advised on March 26, 1961,

The source further advised that Morris Childs is 
Chairman of the CPUSA Control Commission, and Tom Nabried 
is Vice-Chairman thereof.

At the aforesaid meeting of the CPUSA Control

The other subcommittee would be the "Cadre Sub- 
committee," members of which would be William Weinstone, 
Tom Nabried, Helen Winter, Morris Childs, Jack Kling, and 
Lena Scherer. 

William Patterson will head a special committee that 
will investigate the dissident CP group in New Jersey which 
has called itself "The New Jersey CP." Patrick Toohey and 
William Albertson, members of the CPUSA National Committee, 
will assist Patterson in this investigation, although they 
are not members as such of the CPUSA Control Commission. 

A special committee consisting of Alexander Trachtenberg, 
Lena Scherer, and Tom Nabried will investigate alleged anti- 
Party activities in Cuba of New York State CP functionaries 
Jack Shulman and "Jake" Rosen. Louis Weinstock and Irving 
Potash, members of the . CPUSA National Committee, but not mem^ 
bers as such of the CPUSA Control Commission, will be asked 
to assist in this investigation. 

The discussion at the aformentioned Control Commission 
meeting concerned the need for greater security and discipline 
in the Party; the danger of "stool pigeons" in the Party; and 
the necessity of the Party's being ever alert to identify 
such "stool pigeons." Reference was made to the fact that 
persons who had been members of the Party for only a year 
in many cases were members of various Party committees. In 
the future, it would be well to get background information on 
all Party members, and to keep files on everybody. Attention 
was directed to the fact that over zealous CP members - those 
who are willing to do jobs nobody else wants to do - should 
be watched carefully. They might be "stool pigeons." 

It was also decided at the aforesaid meeting that 
a recommendation would be made that in the larger CP districts 
local Control Commissions be set up to investigate local 
problems .

It was also mentioned at the aforesaid meeting that* 
pursuant to a ruling of the National Committee , the Control 
Commission was required to review in six months the case of 
Homer Chase, the former New England CP District Organizer who 
had been removed from his position as a OP functionary. 

Mention also was made at the meeting of Dorothy 
Healey, Los Angeles CP functionary, who had been critized 
by the CP for having written a letter - objectionable from 
the CP standpoint - to Alexander Bittelman, recently 
expelled from the CP. The Control Commission will inquire 
of the CPUSA l&tional Executive Committee what Healey 1 s status 
currently is. 

Before the Control Commission meeting adjourned, 
it was decided that the Commission would hold meetings as 
often as the CPUSA National Executive Committee holds 
meetings, that is, at six or eight week intervals*

Potash commented that conservations forces are 
prepared to "trim down" or defeat Kennedy* s 12 point 
program. Potash said, as regards a program of action 
by the Party, the direction of "our" actions should be 
to demand from the President, a public crusade, similar 
to the one Roosevelt conducted in the 1930* s. 

Potash concluded by recommending that the Party 
issue a public statement evaluating the economic situation. 

George Morris recommended that the Party develop 
a movement around the shorter work week, old age benefits and 
develop pressure for a march on Washington. 

Qus Hall said- that what was needed was a grass 
roots movement to reverse the reactionary coalition in 
congress that is hindering the Kennedy Administration 
and attack it. Hall felt that if the Party were to do 
this, it would be picked up both by the Negro People's 
Movement and the Labor Movement. 

Jack Stachel recommended that the Party 
organize a one-day conference as part of its struggle 
for unity of the left. He said a result of such a 
conference would be the issuance of a pamphlet or 
article on the establishing of a unified position. 

Ben Davis said that the Party has to 
concentrate its activity against the forces represented by 
(Senator) Goldwater and others. Davis said that 
President Kennedy's "stock" has not fallen in the eyes

of the Negro or working people, but the question is 
whether or not the situation will result in a paralysis 
as a result of the forces to the right with a distinct 
pro-Fascist character. 

Davis cited as an example, the John Birch 
Society which he said is a powerful force, Davis also 
stated that there is an organized group of Harvard 
alumni whose program is that Harvard University is 
the seat of ideological and theoretical culture in 
America. 

/ Phil Bart expressed the opinion that if the 

/ Party desires to play a role, the left forces have to 
be brought together. In order for the Party to 
translate its position into life, it requires an 
alliance with a number of other forces, 

William Weinstone felt that the Party must 
rapidly consolidate the broader coalition of left 
progressive forces. He said the Party is seeking the 
widest possible unity in the country against 
monopolies and, therefore, its policy must be one in which 
it works with everybody. 

Informant advised that most of the opinions 
expressed were for a broader program of left progressive 
forces, united with the Party to fight the growing 
reactionary force represented by Senator Goldwater, 
which is putting pressure on the Kennedy Administration.

Danny. Rubin said that even though the Party disagrees 
with the Kennedy Administration, it should center its attack 
against the reactionary forces. 

Rubin said it would be very valuable if the Party 
could show the connection between the "open racist forces and the 
Goldwater front." He recommended that people be assigned to do 
research in this and prepare a leaflet, which he said, would be 
useful particularly among the Youth. 

George Morris proposed a letter be sent to President 
Kennedy to the effect that in general, all sincere people 
consider his legislative program has to be carried, but think 
the President has to take the initiative, as President Roosevelt 
did, to mobolize the people behind his program. 

Danny Rubin said there is a new situation developing 
in college campuses today and nearly every campus has a large 
growing core on such questions as discrimination, housing, 
disarmament, Cuba, death of Lumumba, struggle against loyalty 
oaths, opening of student files to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and security branches. 

Rubin said that organizationally these groups are 
excellent and have good cooperation with other campus groups. 
Rubin noted that there are also reactionary groups on campus 
which sometimes tones down the action. 

He said that the campus political groups consist 
of liberal and mass forces who act on all major issues confronting 
students. He divided the "left" on the campuses into 3 groups: 

1. The graduate students who have had experience 
with the Labor Youth League (LYL) and the Party.

2. Younger people, sons and daughters of Party 
people and of left progressive forces who did not have experience 
with the LYL, He said among this group there has been a better 
response to organize left forces and to have relations with the 
Party. 

3. New left students from liberal backgrounds who in 
tjheir desire for activity .have moved to the left, but in general, 
they remain strongly anti -Communist. 

Herb Aptheker said that, within the past six months, 
he has spoken at sixteen different colleges and has noted that 
the welcome given to Communists is growing and has a new quality. 
He noted that his own correspondence has increased and includes 
many letters from professors and authors who begin by saying they 
are not Communists but they would like to know the thinking of 
Communist? , 

Aptheker stated the Party should have an organized 
effort to "get ourselves into colleges." He added "it is criminal 
our literature is not 'available to colleges and universities." 
He claimed there is a great demand for it and there are hundreds 
of book stores and clubs that will take Party literature, 

Gus Hall said the leadership should give careful 
consideration to Aptheker l s proposals as "this could provide a 
major breaktrhough to intellectualism. " He commented that 
there should be 'a way to guide these loosely formed socialist 
clubs', and added, "it isn't beyond the realm of possibility 
that we could have a separate student organization." 

Hy Lumer mentioned that he had spoken in New 
Haven a month or so ago to a group of divinity students and was 
quite pleasantly surprised to find, in the midst of fundamental 
disagreement with Communists, a good deal of sympathy with 
"our socialist ideas" from a moral and ethical standpoint. 
He stressed the importance of quickly working out a plan for

going out aggressively for invitations to speak at colleges. 
He proposed the issuance of a simple folder with a number of 
names and suggested subjects to be sent to appropriate student 
bodies and groups. 

Phil Bart stated that the Party should work out 
a line of direction for the student movement. He remarked 
that the Party should center the organization "where we have 
it, as far as student work is concerned, in the PY0C n (Progressive 
Youth Organizing Committee). 

Will Weinstone said there is an upsurge in interest 
in Marxism and it is related to the advance of the Soviet Union 
in science, art and culture. He commented that generally this 
advance is related to the tremendous role youth and students 
played in recent months in Japan and South Korea. 

According to Weinstone, a recent issue of the 
"Moscow News" carried an article indicating a world youth forum 
will be held in Moscow this summer. He said he did not see any 
speakers from the United States listed, but he would not be 
surprised to see 500 or 600 youths go to the forum. 

Weinstone favored an independent Marxist organization 

for youth. 

Danny Rubin said the problem at this time is that 
of building a PYOC where a campus socialist club already exists. 
He said that Party influence must be strengthened within these 
campus socialist clubs.

It is to be recalled that during March, 1961, 
ELIZABETH GURLEY ELYOT, Chairman, Communist Party, USA (CP, 
USA) , has been on an extended tour and has spent considerable 
time in the Washington State District of the CP. While in the 
State of Washington, Whim has been devoting considerable time 
xn lookxng into the "Washington State mess". In regard to, the 

Washington Stat© mess", she has transmitted to PHIL BART / 
SS^S??? Organisational Secretary, CP, USA, for submission to 
GUS HALL s General Secretary, CP, USA, the following message 
which was mad© available by PHIL BART during late March, 1961. 

"March 22, 1961 
Seattle 

"Dear Phil: (BART) 

"Please consider enclosed as a first installment memo 
only - on the TY issue facts. I will send more on other matters 
but want to get this much on paper while it is fresh in my mind. 
Thxs is a complicated mess and I will refrain from any recommenda- 
tions until I get all through. I told them here I am reporting 
the picture to the N.O. for action there, not by me here. They'd 
lxke to pin me down. 

" I,m sure you realize that report they sent in Jan. to 
Gus (HALL) is a lot of traddle. I'll deal with that next. I 
already crieitissed it here to Milf (SUTHERLAND) - the author. 
A beautiful example of saying nothing in a lot of words and 
avoiding the issue. 

"I'll put it all in a brief report form at the end. 
These are confidential memos only for Gus« information primarily. 
Wxsh I had another address to send my love letters to - How about

The "first installment memo" referred to above by FLYNN 
has also been made available by PHIL BAET and its verbatim contents 
are as follows? 



"Memo: - On the matter of the 3 letters to the N.O. 

. "Before leaving H.Y.C. on March 15th, for Seattle, 

Phil (BART) showed me these letters from the N.W. as follows: - 
1) July 19, 1960 - signed by L. (C. VAN LYDENGRAF) and W. 
(W. WALLACE) of Bellingham, both members of the state committee 
but not sent to the N.O. until Sept 15th, at the request of the 
state officers. 2) letter of Sept 15th, 1960. Both of these 
letters urged the Secretariat to intervene in settling problems 
in Wash, state. 3) letter (unsigned) but from L. W. of Belling- 
Sf^?T? tting torth his specific grievance against B.N. (BURT 
NELSON) as Chairman of the party. Letters, are herewith returned. 
This matter came first before the Dist. Com. in Jan 1960, was 
referred to the State Board, which set up a special sub-committee 
of three ~ Milf (MILFORD SUTHERLAND) and two others, to investi- 
gate. It reported in July, 1960. This committee addressed a 
four page report to Gus E. (HALL) on January 12, 1961, endorsed 
by the State Board. I read this in Seattle and expressed forth- 
with my reaction to Milf that it does not deal sufficiently with 
the problem set forth in the three letters to the N.O. but departs 
into a lengthy exhortation on criticism and self criticism. It 
was of little help to me, without the supplementary explanation 
he and others offered, which should have been in the report. It 
cannot be correctly described as «an extensive report 1 , as the 
committee later stated. B.N. said to me that he realized he had 
made a serious mistake in relation to the T.V. station. All 
agreed to this. It would be hard for anyone to justify what 
happened here. But I do not think that this admission alone 
should be blown up into a great victory for self criticism, as 
the report to Gus does, since there are many other factors involved 
I went -co Bellingham with Milf on Tuesday March 21 ~ and remained 
over Wed. No meeting had been planned there but one was quickly 
arranged on Wed. with 30 people present; 7 more from Vancouver 

t°S Tuesda y night I met with L. and W. and Paule and later 
with L.W. when he finished work. Another local comrade, an elderly 
longshoreman, member of the Whatcom-Skagit County Committee, was 
present also. I listened to everything they had to say, some of 
which goes back two years to differences between them and the state 
leadership - involving state legislative issues; preparations for 
the National Convention; feelings that they are not consulted, that 
they were not invited to the Board when the T.V. situation was 
discussed; that the State Committee does not meet often enough; 
that there is no Labor Commission; that the woman 's commission does 
not meet; that they were kept from communicating with the N.O., 
that B.N. never comes there since the T.V. fiasco; rumors that 
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they heard of his conduct at the convention, and quite a host 
of grievances, large and small. However I tried to concentrate 
on the T.Vo issue, the subject of their letters, as it seems 
a real sore spot* They complained that this matter had not 
been taken up with Ben (DAVIS) when he was here last spring 
but apparently no one told him anything about it. 

"It is hard to understand why this matter has dragged 
so long and why the SJ.O. was not made aware of it by the State 
Committee, since it does involve the conduct of the Chairman 
of the district and a member of the N.C. It dates back to 
Aug. 1959. The statement made to me by the young man who 
invested the $5,000 is as follows: - he was a party member at 
the time but he and his wife both left over this incident. 
However there is no dispute as to his long standing support 
of the party in the form of loans, bail funds, defense funds 
etc. The party has assumed the responsibility of repaying him 
the $500 he loaned for the Smith Act appeal, and it is down to 
$100 now. The $500 loaned to the Bail Fund is unfortunately 
also a matter of grievance. Originally it was $1000. At the 
solicitation of Van, then a state official, he donated $500 of 
it but did not get a receipt for the balance due. Larsen was 
then in charge of the Bail Fund. There was considerable 
haggling and telling him he must wait till all others who have 
receipts, are paid off. But in my presence Milf said the party 
has demanded a report from the Bail Fund and will assume responsi- 
bility that he gets this $500 back. But again the long delay is 
a source of aggravation. This man is a polio victim, is partially 
disabled and has a small business in Bellingham; his partner is 
bed ridden and apparently h e is hard pre ssed financially. He stated 
that B. brought a man named | | (reputedly an ex-party 

member and a promoter^ , froM uregon TO See him. On the first visit 
he says he refused to invest, altho a glowing picture of 20% returns 
on TV stock, was presented. He was told it was not a party matter 
but that the party and all progressive causes would gain greatly b6 
by having such a station in the N.W. fas set forth in the sub- b7f 
committee's report to Gusf 9 He says that B. and the station 
official came again and on the second visit he bought $5000 worth 
of stock. He expressed his indignation of what he considers a 
disregard for him as a person that no one warned him when the 
thing blew up and his first inkling was when he read of it in the 
local paper. He and others are now suing in the state of Oregon 
and from the legal research it appears that they had no right to 
solicit in Wash; that no stock was issued or at least he never 
received any; that there were no records kept but apparently it 
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was an insolvent venture at the time the company took his 
money and there* is doubt if they ever got it because it 

appears that | [used this $5,000 to pay himself what 

the company owea mm and pulled out before the company 
went into bankruptcy . While it is undoubtedly true that 
B. told him that he would have to judge of the business 
prospects etc, for himself -r nevertheless it is doubtful 

if he would have heeded | | request if he had not been 

accompanied by the Chairman and the political advantages 
were stressed as a reason for him to invest* Apparently 
B. was enthusiastic about the station on the possibility of 
it not only helping us politically but financially and while 
at first he denied, he later admitted to the sub-committee, 
that he had hoped to get a salaried position with the station. 
It is not entirely clear the extent to which this whole matter 
is generally known among the members outside of Bellingham, 
altho the statement to Gus says it was endorsed unanimously 
by the State Board. The men apparently did not press it in 
the party beyond his own communication to us in the N.O. 
His use of the word 1 fraud* applied to the station, he says, 
and not to the party. He is hoping to get back $2,500 from 
the suit in Oregon. He said to me he felt worse about losing 
confidence in the party than losing the money. He and the 
Bellingham comrades do feel that B. should be removed from his 
post and they are likely to bring it up at the next D,C. meeting, 
in April. It would be good if Gus could come here at that time, 
to help resolve this matter. It is inexcusable it has been 
allowed to drag so long and that it has become such a sore spot. 
But it cannot be swept under the rug, as I feel the sub-committee 
report tends to do. Nor will it be settled by condemning the 
Bellingham comrades as 'subjective* while finding excuses for 
B. in the matter.

"We urged and expected that these problems would be 
taken up with Ben (DAVIS) when he was here. This was not done. 

"In our opinion the active assistance on the spot of 
either Ben or Gus (HALL) is urgently required if we are to 
avoid the most serious consequences. 

"Any further delay will only worsen the situation. 

"We have every determination to resolve this problem, 
in the proper spirit, however it has reached the point where 
there is no assurance that without help things will not get 
completely out of control.

On March 28, 1961, CG 5824-S*, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, furnished SAs RICHARD W. HANSEN and 
JERRY H. BREIDENFELD a two page item entitled "Meeting of the 
National Control Com. - Friday, March 24, 1961", This item consti- 
tutes the official minutes of the meeting referred to. This item 
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was photostated by the Chicago Office and returned to the source 
on March 30, 1961. Two photostats of this item are being enclosed 
herewith for the Bureau and New Yorko One photostat has been 
retained by the Chicago Office and made an exhibit in Chicago file 
100-33741-1B3 (187) . 

Set forth below is the verbatim contents of this item* 
The information appearing in parentheses was supplied by the source 
on March 28, 1961 . This information supplements the oral report 
previously furnished by the source on this matter to the New York 
Office and appearing in enclosed letterhead memorandum to referenced 
New York airtel* 

"Meeting of the National Control Com. ■= Friday, March 24, 1961. 

" ^ esent: Morris (CHILDS) , W.W. (WILLIAM WEINSTONE) , Trachty 
(ALEXANDER TRACHTENBERG) , Tom Nabried, Patterson 
(WILLIAM PATTERSON) , ^&il^B^^ prese nt. 

"The comrades absent had legitimate reasons. Except 
for Lem (HARRIS) , they were from outside the city and could not 
make it in t ime . 

"The Committee approved,; the recommendation that Morris 
be the chairman and that Helen (WINTER) be the secretary. 

"It was further decided that in view of the fact that 
some of the comrades are not in New York, that we have a co-chair- 
man and a co~seeretary . Tom Nabried was elected as co-chairman 
to act in the absence of Morris, and Lena (SQ&ERER) to act as co- 
secretary in the absence of Helen. 

"The Committee decided also to divide itself into two 
commissions: 

"1) - Review, Appeals and Audit. 
2) - A Cadre Commission. 

"It was also considered desirable to have a special 
Audit Committee of three members of the Control Committee, but 
in view of the fact that comrades will be busy with many problems, 
it was decided that the Review j&nd Appeals Com. designate 3 
comrades to act as an Audit Committee for the time being. 
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"Review and Appeals Com.: Tom Nabried, Morris, 
Trachty, Patterson, Lem and Lena. 

"Cadre Com.: Morris, Tom Nabried, Will Weinstone, 
Helen Winter, Jack Kling. 

"The Committee also decided to set up archives not 
to be publicly talked about and had a discussion on the impor- 
tance of ideology, Party loyalty, discipline and vigilance 
against the class enemy. 

"It was further decided to urge all districts that 
can to set up local Review, Appeals and Audit Commissions, 
even if small ones at the beginning. Such commissions would 
facilitate the work of the Party and would be in keeping with 
the constitutional provision of appeal from lower to higher 
bodies. Every important district is confronted with some 
problems in the sphere of review, appeals and audit, as well 
as discipline. 

"It was also decided to study our present Party 
Constitution and offer suggestions to the Constitutional 
Commission of the N.E.C* in the preparation of the new 
Constitution, particularly as it relates to appeals and dis- 
cipline. 

"The Committee had before it the following business 
to transact: 

"1. Investigate the group that calls itself T the 
CP of New Jersey. * Comrade Patterson was selected to head this 
investigation. He is to receive the cooperation of Comrades 
Bill Albertson, Pat Toohey and may call upon other to help out. 

"2. Re Cuba, Jake Rosen et al: Lena, Tom Nabried, 
Trachty are to handle this. They are to call upon Irving Potash 
and Lou Weinstock to help them in the investigation and the 
review of this case and the personalities involved. 

"3. The third case taken up was that of Homer Chase. 
The Committee was informed that Homer Chase and the New England 
district have been informed of the January N # C. decision. We 
were informed that Homer Chase has not yet replied. 
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"We were also informed that the Industrial Club of 
Boston adopted a motion condemning Otis Hood for *the murder 
of Lumumba. 1 The Control Committee voted to ask to see a copy 
of this motion, also to ask the New England District Committee 
what has happened regarding the Homer Chase decision of the 
National Committee. 

"4. Morris is to find out from the sub-committee 
that had a discussion with Dorothy Healey regarding her statement, 
if there is any, or what their opinion is. 

"All subcommittees will report to the full meeting of 
the Control Committee. These commissions can function in the 
interim. Whenever a majority of the Committee is in New York, 
the Committee will listen to reports, but regular dates were set 
for the committee. The full committee is to meet every six weeks 
to two months. Contact will be retained with the members of this 
committee through the national and the resident secretary. 

f, It was the opinion of the Committee that in the near 
future we will need a technical secretary in order to relieve the 
secretary of the big burden of paper work that is already accumu- 
lating. 

"Meeting adjourned." 

In connection with the above, the following is being

In relation to point 1, page 1 of minutes, information in 
regard to "the CP of New Jersey" was furnished to the Bureau and 
interested offices by Chicago letter to Director dated February 
10, 1961, captioned "Advance, an Organization of Progressive Youth,

In relation to point 2, page 1, relating to the matter 
of "Re Cuba, Jake Rosen et al", additional information was previously 
furnished to the Bureau and interested offices by Chicago letter to 
Director dated March 8, 1961, and captioned "CP, USA - FACTIONALISM, 
IS - C". 
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In connection with point 3, page 1, the matter of 
the " January N,C. decision" regarding HOMER CHASE, relates to 
the National Committee meeting, CP, USA, January 20-22, 1961, 
and the action thereof which resulted in a six months suspen- 
sion for BATES and his removal from the National Committee . 

In connection with point 4, page 2, information as to 
the nature and purpose of this subcommittee wajs previously 
furnished to the Bureau and interested offices by Chicago letter 
to Director dated March 21, 1961, captioned "CP, USA - FACTIONALISM, 
IS - C".

HANSEN and JERRY H. BREIDENFELD a handwritten letter prepared 
by ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, Chairman, Communist Party, USA (CP, 
USA), dated March 24, 1961, and appearing on the letterhead 
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stationery of the Stratford Motel , Seattle, This item was 
photostated by the Chicago Office and the original returned 
to the source on March 80, 1961. Two photostats of this 
letter are being enclosed herewith for the Bureau and one 
photostat is being furnished to lew York and Seattle. In 
addition, there is also being furnished to.- the Bureau* and 
New York, one copy of the letter written by XSAB1LE ALLEN 
and which is referred to in the above noted letter of 
ELIZABETH GBRLEY FLYM 0 One photostat of each of these 
items has been retained by Chicago and has been made an 
exhibit in Chicago file 100-33741-1B8 (80) .

"Friday 

March 24, 1961 

"Dear 

"Your nice letter with interesting clipping, 
arrived and was very welcome. When one is far from home, such 
letters are very nice to receive , especially from our best 
friends o Those back East in will never win prises as 
letter writers - tho X had St. Pat cards from Ann (B0RLAK) in 
Boston; George (MEYERS) and his wife and several others* I 
had a- language student read me the clip at a youth "meeting 
last night . 

"Had a letter from Phil (BART) who said I had greet- 
ings there from Mongolia and Bulgaria. Imagine. 9 I hope I 
hear from Gheorghe (GHEOBGHE SHEORGHIU - BE J, , First Secretary, 
Rumanian Workers Party) - alt ho 1 guess he*s very busy in his 
new government post* Did you read of it? 

"Had the enclosed letter from Isabele (ALLEN) « Forward 
to Helen (WINTER), she v ll be interested, 

"I spent two days in Bellingham, looking into the 
matters they wrote to Gus (HALL) about, It's a messy situation 
too long delayed, and a strange attitude prevailed here on the 
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part of the State to keep the N.O. out of it. If I had not 
come here their 'report * to Gus would be inexplicable. It 
does not deal with the real issues at all. I have sent one 
memo to Phil for Gus and will send further with some recom- 
mendations later, when I finish here. The Chairman (BURT 
NELSON) is very mild and lets me deal with others almost 
completely, I have had meetings now in Tacoma, Olympia, 
Port Angeles, Beilingham j^.with 7 Canadians there from 
Vancouver B.C.. and tonight meeting will be here. Also a 
board meeting, a special meeting with the signers of the 
3 letters to the N. 0, in Bellingham and a youth group. Not 
too bad. All good gatherings. I leave tomorrow for Portland, 
for four days. Address me c/o Mickey (LIMA) from now on - 
or if you prefer c/o Peggy (DENNIS) . If to her ~ enclose it . 
I am not surpised at what you say about his report in S.F. 
We made a mistake not to insist with Gus on a meeting of the 
whole group and an evaluation jointly, instead of him talking 
to each one separately. I hope they know the plans for Calif, 
Dorothy (HEALEY) phoned yesterday that they have changed their 
May Day meeting to May 5th. Maybe I'll have time off there to 
work on my present mess. Now would be a good time to get it 
out . 

"A possible solution here for the health (BURT NELSON f s) 
angle, which enters largely into the picture, would be a trip for 
treatment. It's like a case of shell shock. What do you think? 
His wife jumped all over me as to how Mickey came to go and not 
her husband. The guy needs care of some sort, that's evident. 
More later. ....

Set forth below is the verbatim contents of the letter 
from ISABELE ALLEN to ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN referred to as an 
enclosure in the above letter. 

"March 14, 1961 

"Dearest Elisabeth - 

"I tried to get you on the phone with no success and 
then I succumbed to the flu I picked up in Europe with laryngitis 
so I couldn't talk. I am so very sorry we could not get together 
as it would have been good to see you and congratulate you on 
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your great honor and tell you of all the myriad of people who 
send their love and greetings to you from everywhere . You are 
held in universal esteem and affection and I was very proud to 
be associated with you* 

n My trip proved to be not only a confirmation of all 
I had read* It was immeasurably more than that. Circumscribed 
as we are I had no idea of the enormous strength and power of 
the socialist countries . I knew they had great resources but 
I never realised at how fast a pace these were being developed* 
Today there exists not only the irresistable idea of socialism 
but the equally irresistable and impregnable strength and power 
of the .socialist states* We worked hard at seeing as much as we 
could and at the same time requesting and examining the facts 
and figures and talking to the 'little' people involved* The 
problems were also frankly placed before us* With all this in 
mind the overwhelming impression and conclusion can only be the 
almost disssying rate of progress* Now I can see why.it is 
possible to relax in certain areas for now there is no question 
about the material improvement of life and the ability to defend 
the socialist states* So we were intrigued and delighted every- 
where with the various approaches to building 'the new man (and 
woman) ' in preparation for Communism* 

"I found it a great and awesome privelege to be present, 
even as an observer* and see the living reality of a great historic 
change taking place before mj eyes* not only in one country but 
in a number of countries* 

"Incidentally ^&nd this is not incidental at all - it 
is fundamental*'^ I learned by mj own observation of the immeasurably 
greater sacrifices that the people of the S*U e are making* I could 
see that they could be quite well off in American terms if they were 
not giving so much to the raising of the productive level of the 
other Socialist countries and of the underdeveloped countries. 
What they are giving is beyond belief*' I respect and honor them 
for their continuing sacrifices 40 years after* 

"I am also grateful to my father that 37 years ago he 
opened my eyes to the grandeur and beauty and necessity of a great 
idea. As you said, it is damn hard to adjust, but it has to be 
done* Have a good stay and take care of yourself - I am looking 
forward to May*
